tendants, primed with a knowledge of 
Its past retard, have not yet relaxed 
their attention. 
Its history, so far as he knows 
it, 
was related recently by C. Stanley 
Clarke, the officer in charge of the In­ 
dian section. 
“The lady from 
whom 
we purchased it,” he said, “told me 
that it belonged to her lather, a sea 
captain, who acquired it in lower Bur­ 
ma about 1853. 
He sailed with it for 
England. 
Near Liverpool 
the 
ship 
caught fire and the superstitious sail­ 
ors, believing the Buddha to be the 
cause, threw it overboard. 
“The ship was brought safely to 
harbor. 
Soon after the Buddha wash­ 
ed ashore near the vessel. 
The cap­ 
tain succeeded after great difficulty 
in satisfying the authorities that the 
figure belonged to him. 
“When he died it passed to his 
daughter. 
Then the 
trouble 
began. 
Everybody in her house, she told me, 
had become frightened of the Buddha. 
The servants stated that at night it 
walked about the house; friends who 
stayed with her declared that its eyes 
haunted them and at times appeared 
to move. 
Her children w'ere scared 
out of their wits. 
She was therefore 
compelled to part with 
it.

Formerly all perfumes were extracted 
from flowers, fruits, spices, woods or 
other 
vegetable

The first perfume to be imi­ 
tated was vanilla, in 1876. ileliotropine 
followed, but obtained by oxidation 
of a by-product of camphor. 
Terpinol is one of the most freely 
used constituents of perfumes. This is 
a near relation of turpentine. 
With 
this a little oil and aquafortis a chem­ 
ist can produce a perfume that can 
scarcely be distinguished from those 
exhaled by the lily of the valley, lilac 
and Cape Jessamine, varying accord­ 
ing to the proportions in which the 
chemicals are blended. 
Artificial violet is a combination 01 
citrol (an essence extracted from lem­ 
on), Indian vervaine, or lemon ver 
bena, with common acetone, a sub­ 
stance very like pyroiigneous acid.

Reductions in Express Rates. 
Sweeping 
reductions 
in 
express 
rates averaging, in general, approxi­ 
mately, 15 per cent; drastic reforms 
in regulations and practices, and com­ 
prehensive changes in the methods 
of operation, are prescribed in a re­ 
port made public Saturday by the in­ 
terstate commerce commission of its 
investigation into the business of the 
thirteen great express companies of 
the United States. 
The reductions, although averaging 
15 per cent, are greatest on small 
packages, which now hear dispropor 
Donate burdens. 
It is the hope of the commission 
that the large reduction in parcels 
rates will enable the farmers and the 
householder to get together. 
The commission holds 
that 
rail­ 
roads. in “farming out” their exnress 
business, have no right to force the 
shippers to pay higher rates than the 
railroads, under their charters, would 
charge for the same service. 
The block system, with blocks fifty 
miles square, is ordered, and each ex­ 
press point in a block takes the same 
rates from outside points. Each office 
in a block must post the rates to ev­ 
ery other block. 
Double charges will be obviated by- 
requiring different colored labels for 
“prepaid” and “collect” packages. 
Through routes and radical changes 
in classification, favorable to the ship­ 
ping of foodstuffs, are ordered. 
The commission finds the express 
companies and railroads 
are 
inter­ 
locked and that the present express 
rates are a striking example of 
all 
the traffic will stand.”
